Chapter 13, Section 70, Revised Statutes of 1980 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give seasonable notice in writing to the 
inhabitants , by posting notifications in some public place in the town, or shall notify them, 
in such other way as the town at its annual meeting directs, to make and bring in to them true 
and perfect lists of all their estates real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner 
after such notice does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he offers such list with his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 


NOTICE TO VETERANS 
DESIRING EXEMPTIONS 


No exemptions on polls and estate shall be allowed in favor of any 
person who is not a legal resident of the State; and provided that any male 
or female veteran, or blind person, who desires to secure exemption shall, 
on or before the first day of April, notify in writing the assessors of the 
cities, towns and plantations in which he or she resides and furnish proof 
of entitlement and therafter said assessors shall grant such exemption 
while so qualified.

Report of the Wiscasset School Trustees for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1987. 


In the spring of 1987 the paving was completed in front of the new 
storage building at the High School. This provided a special room to store 
all flammable materials such as paint, chemicals, etc. as well as paper 
goods and physical education equipment. The building was filled so 
quickly we could not hold an open house as intended. 


During the summer all asbestos that was accessible was removed and 
from all schools and hundreds of tests were taken during and after the 
operation to see that no particles were left in the air before school began. 


The boys and girls locker rooms in the middle school were completely 
updated and modernized. This was a big improvement from previous 
conditions there. 


During the latter part of 1987 we have been working with the Town 
Engineer on construction to be done on roofs at the High School and 
Middle School. There are problems with leaking and the buildings were 
not designed to handle the weight of snow in the amounts that fell in 1986- 
87. 


Engineering work has been completed and work will be done in three 
phases on the roofs over the next three years.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The activities of the Wiscasset Planning Board during 1987 fell into 
four major groups; revising forms and procedures to make the application 
process easier and faster; developing consistent policies for dealing with 
“customary home occupations” and “bed and breakfast” units; helping 
with the Comprehensive Plan process; and evaluating Site Plan and 
Subdivision applications. 


The Board’s activities emphasized that Wiscasset needs a full-time 
code enforcement officer. This Code Enforcement Officer must be an 
individual who has the knowledge and experience to evaluate projects 
during construction to ensure that the town’s Ordinances and Building 
Codes are being followed, and has the time to check up on applicants later 
to ensure that landscaping and other activities promised for the project 
once construction is completed are actually performed. The code enforce- 
ment officer also needs to be able to estimate construction costs, to ensure 
that building permits give accurate estimates of the costs of proposed 
construction and renovation. 
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To streamline the application process, the Board adopted new Site 
Plan Review and Subdivision application forms, and wrote a Guide To The 
Town Ordinance. Anyone proposing a project in town can get a copy of 
this Guide from the Town Office, and read it to see what approvals, 
permits, and requirements are needed for the proposed project. 


During the last year there has been an explosion of Bed and Breakfast 
units in town, and increased interest in running home businesses. The 
Board worked with the Land Use committee to propose several changes to 
the Town Ordinances to formalize the procedures that it had been using in 
evaluating B & B and “customary home occupation” applications. 


The Board has been actively involved with the Comprehensive Plan 
process, from urging the appointment of a full-time Town Planner to 
holding informational meetings with staff from the State Planning Office 
and being a part of the process of drafting a Town Questionnaire. We 
anticipate that the planning process will take much of our time in 1988. 


During 1987 the Board approved a total of 12 Site Plan applications 
and 5 Subdivision applications. Several additional applications are still 
pending. 

Finally, during the year the Board lost its chairman for the past few 
years, Clint Bardo. Fortunately Clint remained as a member of the Board, 
but his presence as chairman has been sorely missed. At the end of the year 
another long-time member and former chairman, Bill Bowers, had to 
resign. We all miss his presence on the Board, and thank him for his 
faithful years of service.

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RECREATION DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wiscasset: 


The year ended 1987 was an eventful one for the Recreation Depart- 
ment. 


In March the Department purchased a Lexicon VX personal computer 
with 640 KB and 20 MB hard disk drive. The PC, which is also IBM 
compatible, uses MS-DOS and will assist the Department in a variety of 
office functions. 7 


Earlier in the Spring the Wiscasset School Committee notified the 
Board of Selectmen that the Recreation Department would soon have to 
vacate their office at the Primary School for the purpose of converting it 
into needed classroom space. The Department had maintained an office at 
the Primary School since 1981. Plans were for the Recreation Department 
to relinquish their office by mid-summer to make way for a classroom in 
the Fail. 


At a Special Town Meeting in April voters appropriated the sum of 
$60,000.00 to construct a Recreation Department office building on 
Gardiner Road at the site commonly referred to as the Rankin Property. 
The 28' x 44' structure, which was completed this past Fall, includes office 
space, a small meeting room and full basement for storage of equipment 
and supplies. Another Special Town Meeting in July raised an additional 
$17,000.00 to help complete the project. Recreation Director Don Brewer 
he Assistant Scott Pontau moved into the new office building the end of 

ugust. 


In May additional infield mix was applied to Sherman Park. The work 
was performed by Sports Fields, Inc. of Winthrop, who the Department 
contracted with to do regular maintenance. (i.e., aerating, overseeding, 
liming, fertilizing, weed control). 


The Summer Day Camp program for area students in grades 4 thru 9 
Started out at the High School, but relocated to the Middle School after a 
couple of weeks. This was due to asbestos removal projects which took 
place al both schools over the course of the summer. We thank parents and 
Participants for their patience, flexibility and understanding. 
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The Summer Day Camp program for grades 4 thru 9 totaled some 200 
registrants from Wiscasset and neighboring towns with an average atten- 
dance of 70 per day. The program ran for seven weeks, Monday thru 

Friday, 9-4 p.m. Don Brewer and Scot Pontau directed the program with 
the assistance of seven playground leaders. 


The Jr. Tots Summer Day Camp was held at the Primary School for 
students entering kindergarten thru grade 3. Marge Kikelly directed the 
program for the third consecutive year with assistance from Kevin Jordan 
and four playground leaders. 


The week of August 17-22 the Recreation Department hosted a North 
American Soccer Camps program at the High School. This first-ever 
program was a huge success with 43 area youngsters participating. The 
camp was held M-F, from 9-noon, anc concluded on Saturday with 
individual player evaluations and awards. Each camper enrolled in the 
program received an official camp jersey and soccer ball, plus instruction 
from licensed soccer coaches from Great Britain. The program also 
featured a free pre-camp clinic in June and two free adult coaches clinics 
held evenings during camp week. The Department has made arrangements 
for North American Soccer Camps to return to Wiscasset in 1988 the week 
of August 1-6, from 9-noon 


A record 230 youngsters in grades one thru six, along with 31 adult 
volunteer coaches, participated in the Youth Soccer program conducted in 
the Fall. Another set of goals was constructed at the Highway Garage by 
~ Town Mechanic Woody Freeman in step with meeting the increased needs 
of the program, while at the same time saving the Department money. 


Also this Fall the new Recreation Department office building was 
outfitted with folding chairs, a table, draperies, bulletin boards and 
wooden shelving units in the basement. Office desks were also repainted 
and fitted with new tops. 


A 136'x 100' outdoor ice skating area was developed in December at 
the Recreation Department office site. Cost for the project was less than 
$2,800.00, with funds from the Department budget. The facility is open 
daily to the public until 10 p.m. A flood light mounted on the Recreation 
Department building partially illuminates the areaand parking lotat night. 
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The Recreation Department sponsored the following activities and 
programs in 1987:

In 
addition, many programs have set minimum and/or maximum enrollment 
limits. Whenever program fees are involved non-residents routinely pay 
slightly higher fees than do residents. 


We wish to thank all program leaders, supervisors, volunteer coaches 


and summer staff for their contributions to the Department and the 
programs we offer, 
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“The Department is constantly seeking new individuals interested in 
offering or leading a new program or activity. Such individuals are urged 
to contact the Recreation Department office for discussion.

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HARBOR MASTER’S REPORT 


To the Selectmen and Inhabitants of the Town of Wiscasset: 


The principal item of concern for the Harbor Master continues to be 
the maintenance of order in the mooring area. 


Pursuant to revisions of the port and harbor ordinances approved atthe 
last annual town meeting, a mooring permit system has been implemented. 
This system and the applicable town ordinances have provided the tools 
necessary to administer fairly over the placement of moorings in the harbor 
and to accommodate a 43 percent increase in the number of moorings 
during this past year. 


Concerns for future use and enjoyment of Wiscasset’s waterfront 
facilities are, specifically, congestion of vehicular traffic: heavy peak time 
use of limited docking and launching facilities; establishment of control 
over night time use and activities in the waterfront area, and, maintaining 
a policy that will provide reasonable accommodation for commercial uses 
of the facilities.

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SIGN CONTROL OFFICER’S REPORT 


I am writing this report for 1987, marking my tenth year. 
Nine directional and twenty four on-premise permits were issued. 


Several code violation notices were also issued. Two of these were for 
over sized signs, existing in a residential zone. In both cases they did not 
have a permit because they thought they were “grandfathered”. Perhaps 
this is a good time to remind those who have not read the ordinance, that 
it is written, as follows; 


Section 6 


Non-conforming use 


“The use of any sign lawfully in existence at the time of the adoption 
of this ordinance may continue although the sign does not conform to the 
provisions of this ordinance, for a maximum of 5 years. Normal mainte- 
nance and repairs are permitted, but the sign shall not be altered, enlarged 
or rebuilt except in conformance with the ordinance”. 

(This part of the ordinance was passed in 1976) 


I have also made quite a few visits to those businesses, who for one 
reason or another, have left their outside lights on after business hours. 
This resulted in a decline in code violation notices sent out. 

I thank everyone for their co-operation.

Time & Tide RC&D is a non-profit organization revolving around 
volunteers active on projects that benefit the social and economic condi- 
tions through better utilization and management of natural resources.

Time & Tide has been involved in several interesting projects in the 
past year. The compost demonstration using fish by-products and sawdust 
received much attention during the summer. Over 500 tons of material was 
composted and will be used next summer by area farmers, the Dept. of 
Transportation, the town of Waldoboro, the Waldoboro Garden Club, and 
many more individuals. The project is continuing with a market survey 
and a feasibility report which is expected to be completed in June 1988. 


Forum *87 was full-day seminar on growth management co-spon- 
sored with the Waldoboro Business Women. The seminar was attended by 
concered citizens, planning boards, selectmen, and others from through- 
out the mid-coast area. Continued workshops are planned for 1988 to 
provide greater detail on specific growth management tools. 


Several changes have taken place around the RC&D office. Dawn 
Genes became the new Coordinator in June. Several new council positions 
have been filled, and a few more volunteers are needed to serve on key 
committees. 


Time & Tide can accomplish remarkable goals but only through 
active citizen participation.

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In comparing this report with the 1986 report, we show the 
following: 


. 9% decrease in complaints and requests for service. (253) 
. 30% increase in accidents (48). 
. 5% increase in assaults (1). 
- 45% decrease in burglaries (9). 
3% decrease in thefts (2). 
150% increase in motor vehicle thefts. (3) 
. 16% increase in arrests (21). 
. 24% increase in OUI arrests (14). 


Last year when property related crimes increased I asked that the 
community get involved with the Police Department in an attempt to 
combat this increase. As a result of this renewed community awareness a 
marijuana field was reported, located, and eradicated; a local drug dealer 
known to be furnishing drugs to area students was arrested and convicted; 
after receiving information about a burglary ring working in our area, we 
notified the public who assisted us in monitoring their activities and 
prevented them from being successful in the Wiscasset area. Because of 
this involvement property related crimes decreased in 1987. 


Training courses attended by some of our officers in 1987 were as 
follows: Police and the Media, Municipal Ordinance Prosecutors Work- 
shop, Police Liability Seminar, Police and the Public, All-Terrain Vehicle 
Safety Instructors Course, New Law Updates, PR-24 Certification, Civil 
Liability ina High Risk Operation, Usage of Search and Seizure Laws, PR- 
24 Instructors Certification, Intoxilyzer Certification, Hazardous Materi- 
als, Municipal/County 480 hour Police Basic School, Handling Aids 
Victims. 


We have had some personnel changes this year. Officer Michael 
Stailing resigned in April and this vacancy was filled by Carl P. Fleck, a 
twelve year veteran in law enforcement, previously working for Rockland 
and Edgewater Park Township Police Departments. Also, Ronald P. 
Howard and Peter B. Lamarre were appointed as Reserve Officers this past 
year. 


As stated last year, one of my objectives for our Department was to 
become more involved in the area of crime prevention. In addition to 
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promoting community awareness, we have implemented a crime preven- 
tion program. This program is designed to assist local businesses with 
identifying potential security risks, and providing at home security checks 
for local residents. A specially trained officer will be available to give 
lectures and demonstrations to any group interested in this service. 


This year our department along with Lincoln County Sheriff’s De- 
partment will be purchasing a computer that will enable us to do better 
investigations and monitoring of criminal activities in the Wiscasset/ 
Lincoln County area. 


Objectives for 1988: 
1. To strive for continued excellence in this Department. 


2. To enhance the Department’s record keeping capabilities by the 
use of a computer 


3. To assist in the development of the Mid-Coast training program 
to ensure the highest quality and availability of training for our 
officers. 


_ 4, To continue to assist the local Boards with monitoring the 
growth of Wiscasset. 


The Wiscasset Police Benevolent Association will continue to offer 
a scholarship to any Wiscasset High School senior who wishes to pursue 
a career in Law Enforcement through higher education. Funding for this 
scholarship is provided by private contributions and fund-raisers by 
WPBA members and their families. 


My past five years as Chief of Police in Wiscasset have gone by 
quickly. It has been a truly rewarding experience and I’m thankful for the 
continued support of the Citizens and the Board of Selectmen. I strongly 
feel that the Police Department can only be as effective as its community’s 
involvement.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1987 was a busy and eventful year. The year began with the 
realization that there was a large amount of asbestos in our schools. 
Working with the School Trustees, the Board felt more background 
information was needed to determine what should be done about the 
asbestos. The Town Engineer became E.P.A. certified at a week long 
course in asbestos at Tufts University. 


The Board was better informed about the problem after the Engineer 
completed the course and was able to explain what was necessary to insure 
the safety and well-being of the staff, children, and faculty of the two 
schools. The Board decided that no asbestos be removed prior to the end 
of the school year and also requested proposals from five Industrial 
Hygenists for air-monitoring and inspection on the project. Ultimately, the 
project was completed $25,000.00 under the original budget figure of 
$200,000.00. 


680' of new brick sidewalks were installed in May extending from the 
library almost to Middle Street. Other projects this year included: Repairs 
to the Municipal Building Roof, Recreation Office Building, Johnson 
Road Drainage Project, Reconstruction of the Clark’s Point Road, Indian 
Road, and Gibbs Road. Roads which received a base or finish coat of 
Pavement were: Washington Street, Danforth Street, Federal Street, Fore 
Street, Clark’s Point Road, Middle Street, Water Street, Big Foot Alley, 
Shinbone Alley, Johnson Road, Lincoln Street, the Waterfront and Ferry 
landing boat launches and the Young’s Point Road. 


As a Town, we exceed $500,000.00 annually in roadway construc- 
tion, repair and paving. Careful planning and management will ensure our 
dollars are being well spent. Our primary goal is to keep our good roads 
in good condition. Understand, that for every $1.00 spent on maintenance 
and paving, $5.00 is saved in costly reconstruction. 


The next five years will be trying and difficult considering the projects 
which lie ahead. First, the town water Supply is a very big issue. The Water 
District has decided that becoming a user of the Bath Water District will 
supply the town with a long term supply of water. The ultimate question 
of who will pay for the project will be decided by referendum. Regardless 
of the outcome of the referendum, the Town will ultimately pay the 
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majority of the expense. Currently, the town uses 65% of the water through 
hydrant rentals and fire protection. If the Water District assesses its users 
the expense of the new pipeline, the towns annual water fee will signifi- 
cantly increase. If the Town finances the project, we will be obligated to 
a 2.2 million dollar loan. 


Secondly, the school roofs are in need of $500,000 in repairs. The 
School Trustees and the Board are working together on this project to find 
what financing solution will be in everyones best interest. 


Finally, the landfill currently has 9 more years of capacity. The next 
license will require the town to install a synthetic liner and leachate 
collection system. The cost is staggering. $500,000 for construction, 
engineering and licensing are the preliminary estimates. This new liner 
area will only service the town 3.5 years at which time another liner with 
a similar price tag will be required.. The Board has been investigating the 
possibility of constructing a transfer station and maintaining the landfill as 
a back-up. The only plant accepting new waste contracts is located in 
Orrington. The plant is also allowing contracts for short durations such as 
3-5 years. This way if a new plant opened in central Maine we would be 
free to negotiate a new contract and shorten the haul distance. 


The projects lumped together are overwhelming. We must maintain 
our buildings, roadways, and bridges and not fall into the obvious trap of 
putting everything on hold until the bit money projects are completed. If 
we do nothing except work on the three above mentioned projects for the 
next 5 years, it will take us well over 20 years to restore our current 
transportation system and building structures. 


The Board would like to extend its appreciation to the dedicated 
townspeople for their service on the various town committees during the 
past year.

hours a day. 
At the present time the service has 51 members broken down into the 
following order:

Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) 13 
EMT - Airway 6 
EMT - Intermediate 8 
CPR (unlicensed) 19 


Five of the unlicensed members are attending an EMT course in 
Wiscasset that will end in June and ei ght unlicensed members are drivers. 

Of the fifty members of the service, only eight are available for day 
duty and only three of these are licensed. 

A founding members of the service, Patsy Fairservice was holding 
down the day crew but has been involved in an auto accident and is ona 
medical leave of absence. We miss her and wish her a quick recovery. 

Do you havea few hours in the daytime to spare fora very worthwhile 
cause? If you do please contact any member of the service or stop in at the 
ambulance station on the second or fourth Tuesday of the month at 7:00 
PM and we will explain what the service is all about and how to obtain 
training. 

Remember, Ambulance work is not all blood and gore as some 
persons think. It is more often helping a child with a painful sprain or 
holding the hand of an elderly person and giving them reassurance on the 
way to the hospital. . 

There is much satisfaction in seeing the relief on the face of a young 
mother when the ambulance crew arrives to help her child who has stopped 
breathing or seeing a life saved through CPR or defibrillation.

The Budget Committee enjoyed a very busy constructive year in 
1987. Although the committee was asked to consider many sensitive and 
difficult requests the cooperation between the Selectmen, School Commit- 
tee, and the Budget Committee was admirable. 


In June the Selectmen brought before the committee the following 
articles for their consideration: The purchase of the Weight- Watchers 
building for $220,000.00, the purchase of 5 acres of additional land for the 
airport for $54,000.00, a new radio for the fire house for $7,400.00 and 
$25,000.00 for the purpose of hiring a town planner. The committee 
agreed to recommend those articles. These articles were subsequently 
passed at the June town meeting. 


The School Committee and the Budget Commitiee met numerous 
times during the 1987 School Budgeting process. These meetings were 
extremely fruitful with a healthy exchange of ideas and goals. These 
meetings culminated in a mutually recommended budget of 
$4,640,511.44, which was passed at the June town meeting. 


The upcoming 1988 budget year already seems to be one of numerous 
significant expenditures. The committee is looking forward to tackling 
these issues with the other committees in the same productive spirit.

REPORT OF THE WISCASSET PUBLIC LIBRARY FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1987

The year has seen many changes at the Wiscasset Public Library. 
Barbara Shelton, Librarian for 32 years, retired on April 30th. Janet 
Morgan was appointed the new librarian, and Sarah Nelder was hired to 
take over in the Children’s Room. Long-time residents will remember 
Sally. She was the Children’s Librarian from 1957 to 1969, being the first 
Children’s Librarian at this library. 


The library has several unique features, not found in all libraries of our 
size. We have an extensive art collection, the Hortense Ferne Memorial 
Art Room is located on our second floor. It houses a great many books, art 
magazines and reproductions, all available to be loaned out by patrons. 


Our genealogy and archives materials are extensive and we have a 
Jarge collection of town histories. We are a depository for the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission, holding public documents relating to Maine 
Yankee. We have many documents on microfiche, and we own a reader- 
printer, available to anyone who would like to use it. Copies may be made 
at a fee, the same as for our photocopier (15¢ per sheet, 10¢ per sheet after 
10 copies.) 


The library also has a large secection of orchestral music, which is 
availabie to be borrowed by local orchestras. | 


Our Reference Room has been renovated to make more room for 
books and studying. We have new bookcases and quite a few new 
reference books. 


We have more newspapers than in the past, by subscription and gifts. 
We have copies of the Wiscasset Newspaper, the Wiscasset Times, 
Lincoln County News, Times Record, Portland Press Herald, Boston 
Herald, Wall Street Journal, Coastal J ournal, Weekly Courier, Maine 
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Times, and the Christian Science Monitor. 


We have 97 magazines, by subscription or gifts. We have cassettes 
of classics on tape in the adult section, and cassettes and records of music, 
folklore, and classics in the children’s section. 


We have Federal and Maine Tax forms available to the public. 


We have new registration requirements for 1988. You must present 
a form of identification now on which your current mailing address is listed 
in order to get a library card. This can include your driver’s license, your 
checkbook or a piece of mail that is less than one month old, We need this 
due to the rise in lost books, and the inability to reach people to notify them 
that they still have our books. Residents of Wiscasset, Westport, Alna, and 
Edgecomb are entitled to free borrower’s cards. Non-residents must pay 
an annual fee of $5.00. This entitles the whole family to use the library. 
Students attending the Wiscasset School System are entitled to free cards. 


The library has a 5¢ per day charge for overdue books, so please 
remember to call if you wish to have your books renewed.

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REPORT OF THE 
WISCASSET WATER DISTRICT 


Superintendent Ross Varney and the Wiscasset Water District Trus- 
tees devoted most of their efforts during 1987 evaluating alternatives for 
a new water source. The water system study presented by engineering 
consultants Whitman & Howard, Inc., contained a number of options 
including a new treatment plant and inpoundment at the present Ward 
Brook pumping station, a pipeline to Gardiner Pond and a new treatment 
plant, a proposal to further explore groundwater sources, a desalination 
plant on the Sheepscot River, and a seven mile pipeline to connect to the 
Bath Water District in Woolwich. 


After extensive study and consultation with our engineers, the select- 
men, the budget committee, and the Water District trustees unanimously 
agreed that the pipeline to connect to the Bath Water District proved to be 
the most advantageous for current and long range requirements. A 
referendum vote will determine if the Town of Wiscasset will finance the 
project. Project completion is planned for late fall and will include a 
400,000 gallon storage tank. 


In other business, a water main replacement on Federal Street was 
completed in June in conjunction with the town’s street reconstruction 
project. The existing 6" main was increased to 8" to upgrade that portion 
of the water system. 


The Trustees cordially invite all of the customers of the Water District 
and other residents of the Town of Wiscasset to the Annual Meeting of the 
Wiscasset Water District on April 4, 1988 at 7:30 P.M. at the Municipal 
Building, and welcome their questions, comments and suggestions.

in construction due to site constraints. 


If after the initial pre-application the applicant takes no action during a 
4 month period towards obtaining final approval the application 
shall be considered null.
